Prince Albert Has 
Earned Promotion 


London, Oct, 21,—It has been off- 
cially announced that Sub-Lieutenant 
Prince Albert has been promoted to 
the rank of acting-lieutenant, with 
sentority from August 30. His royal 
highness, who attained the rank of 
sub-lieutenant last May, was com- 
mended for his services in the battle 
of Jutland, his name appearing in the 
honors list. When the war occurred 
it was understood that plans were un- 
der consideration for a world tour in 
@ man-of-war by the Prince of Wales 
and his younger brother. With the 
outbreak of hostilities the heir to the 
throne, joined the army, while Prince 
Albert, then an officer on board the 
battleship Collingwocd, to which he 
had been appointed in the previous 
September, continued to serve afloat 
until illness compelled him to proceed 
on sick leave, Some time clapsed be- 
for his royal highness was able again 
to go to sea, and now he is once more 
laid aside by illness. In the middle of 
September a bulletin that Prince Al- 
bert had been invalided home owing 
to “an acute abdominal trouble,” it be- 
ing added that “the prince is doing 
well, but a considerable time must 
elapse before he will be able to return 
to any duty.” Throughout the fleet 
the hope is entertained that his royal 
highness will soon be restored to 
strength and be able once more to re- 
turn to the fleet.

In News—Tells of. Heroism of Comrade, Arthur

in Edmonton 


One of the original contingent of 
the Princess Pats, five hundred strong, 
which left Edmonton in August, 1914, 
soon after the outbreak of war, and an 
old soldier with an Egyptian and 
South African record as long as a yard 
measure, Corporal Db. Ryan, bearing 
the scars and wounds of one year and 
eleven months in the trenches return- 
ed to the city last week, 

Corporal Ryan will be sixty next 
month, but although = slightly pale 
from the effects of his wound in the 
mouth, caused by shrapnel, he still 
looks as if he is able to deliver a good 
many Germans the knock-out blow. 
He has the distinction of having 
fought under Lord French in thres 
cempaigns—Egypt, South Africa, and 
France—and it was through Lord 
French that the age limit was brush- 
ed aside in his case and he was al- 
lc wed to proceed overseas, for Lord 
French knew by experience what a 
good fighter he is .

National Service System, 


The following outline of the propos- 
ed national service system is published 
in the Winnipeg Free Press: 

1. An inventory of man power to be 
introduced for the purpose of deter- 
mining number of men available for 
military service and industrial work, 

2. Exemption badges to be given 
men who offer to enlist in writing, but 
who are considered to be of more 
value to the state in their present oc- 
cupations, 

8. Exemption badges may be with- 
Crawn when holders are considered to 
be more needed in the army than in 
their present positions, 

4. Men who enlist hereafter may be 
withdrawn from the army if the direc- 
tor of national service deems it ad- 
visable. 

5. Women will be encouraged to 
cffer their services in all industrial oc- 
cupations, 

6. “Women's national service 
boards” are to be organized in all 
parts of the Dominion for the registra- 
tion of female labor and for the secur- 
ing of employment for women. 

7. Directors will assist in promoting 


equilibrium between supply and de- 
mand of women labor. } 
8. All civil and military recruiting 


agencies to be supervised and co-or- 
dinated. 

9. Extension of service in way 
which will bring pressure on enlistable 
men to join the army is contemplated,

He 
cuptured three German machine guns, 
and afterwards used one of the same 
guns on the retreating Germans, It 
was a very fine piece of work. He has 
been decorated with the D.C.M,. That 
is only one instance of the bravery >f 
the Edmonton men—men whose deeds 
will live long in the history of the 
War.”

Wild\Lands Tax Act 


NOTICE is hereby given that appeals 
under Section 18 of the Wild Lands Tax 
Act against the assessment levied for the 
current year under the provisions of the 
said Act are required to be lodged at my 
office not later than the S3ist day of 
October, 1916, and no appeal lodged after 
that date will be considered. The pro- 
visions of the Act relating to the excemp- 
tion of the lands from the said tax be- 
cause of use are as follows: 

“All enclosed land which has been used 
for the purpose of pasturing horses, cat- 
tle, or sheep, which are the property of the 
owner of the land and upon which horses 
or cattle to the number of at least one, or 
sheep to the number of at least three for 
every ten acres so enclosed tave been 
pasturing for six months during the pre- 
vious year’ »rovided the Ptlaister of Muni- 
cipal Affairs may by written order modify 
the requirements of this subsection for 
any given year or years, and for any sec 
tion er sections of the province, 

Land owned by a bona fide farmer who 
is actually residing on some portion of 
same, provided that the exemption under 
this clause shall not exceed 640 acres in 
the aggregate, such exemption, however, 
may cover parcels of land which are not 
contiguous, but which are situated within 
a radius of nine miles from the home of the 


The land of any owner where each sec- 
tion or portion thereof has had one-fourth 
of its area under cultivation or crop dur- 
ing the previous year, provided that where 
the owner has several portions of land 
within a radius of nine miles and in the 
same assessment district the area under 
cultivation or crop may be on any portion, 

Patented homesteads where the original 
esteader is the owner and {is absent on 
* naval or military service.

FINANCIAL AID IS 
ASKED OF THE CITY 
FOR RECRUITING 


_— 
Communication Received From Capt. 
McConnell On Behalf of Con- 
struction Battalion. 

Council are being asked to give 
financial assistance in recruiting color- 
ed men in the city, on the lines of a 
communication received from Captain 
W. A. McConnell, of No, 2 Construc- 
tion Battalion, C.E.F. Capt. Me- 
Connell says that the battalion is for 
construction work at the front, which 
in its way is just as important work as 
that of a fighting battalion, and would 
be equally doing its “bit" for the Em- 
pire, and also giving the colored men 
a chance, 

Under the present system of recruit- 
ing in the Dominion the cost is $10 
per head for every man enlisted, and 
Edmonton as well as other cities are 
being asked to assist by granting $10 
per head for every recruit enlisted in 
the respective cities. In this way the 
expense wouid be levied qually in 
taxes, and the colored people would 
be helping to pay in taxes for what 
had already been’ granted to othec 
battalions, 

The battalion, he says, is over the 
400 mark and they had yet to obtain 
700 men, and up to now had not re- 
ceived one penny towards expenses 
trom any city or municipality, 

As funds are exhausted, writes the 
captain, a special appeni is being 
made and council is asked to render 
the same help and assistance that, it 
was stated, had been given to other 
battalions,
